RESIGNATION IS EXPECTED 


Vote Stands 154 to 144 and 329 
to 214 on Acceptance 
Of Message 


LONDON, June 10.—According to 
an unconfirmed report from Paris, 
President Millerand of France has 
resigned. 

PARIS, June 10.—The left bloc, 
which is attempting to force Presi- 
dent Millerand from office, won de- 
cisive victories in both the Cham- 
ber of Deputies and senate this af- 
ternoons After the presidential mes- 
sage had deen read, ,both houses 
adapted motions refusing to discuss 
it. The senate vote was 164 to 144; 
the chamber vote was 329 to 214. 

This action was tantamount to 
rejection of the message and it was 
predicted that the president would 
be compelled to resign tomorrow. 
Resignation of the president would 
automatically force the Francois- 
Marshal cabinet from power. 

Premier Francois-Marshal read the 
President's message in the cham- 
ber; former Minister of Justice Raat- 
ier read it in the senate. 

The President adked the parlia- 
ment not tc begin the session with a 
revolutionary act.
